Detroit, Xov. 2y. — Nothing has de- 


veloped to alter the estimates of about 
10"> persons killed and as many more 
injured as a result of the fearful col- 
lision between passenger trains on toe 
Wabash road near Seneca, Mich. Man? 
of the bodies were consumed by the 
fire that broke out among the debris. 
In addition to the comparatively few 
fragments recovered and sent to the 
morgue, those who were early on the 
scene say that many more pieces were 
discovered which crumbled to powder 
while they were being removed. The 
scenes at the wreck were horrifying 
in the extreme. Superintendent Burns 
said that he was unable to tell the 
exact number of Italian immigrants 
aboard train Xo. 13. but thought there 
were not more than 50. Passengers 
on the train and a number of those 
who were early on the scene dispute 
this, and say the number was nearer 
SO. Superintendent Burns has receiv- 
ed no report as yet from Ticket Col- 
lector Eames of train No. 13, who 
probably knows nearer than any one 
else the number of Italians in the cars. 


O::iy one man was found who was 


an eyewitness of tj»e collision. A. W. 
Ely. 70 years old. residing at Seneca. 
stood at the depot platform and saw 
the immigrant train go down the level 
track to destruction. After the crash 
Ely was the first outsider on the 
ground- "When I got there the immi- 
grant cars were already en fire," he 
said. "anC the 


Shriek* of the Burned 


and injured were terrible. I got hold 
of one man in the collapsed car and 
pulled him out. He was horribly 
crushed and his legs were broken. He 
died almost as soon as I got him out 
of the car. Then I went to the burn- 
ing car, and what I saw made me wish 
I had never goae to the wreck. I don't 
believe more than 15 of the Italians 
got oat of the wrecked cars, for I saw- 
but very few. Those who did get out 
rushed around like crazy men. calling 
to heaven for protection and weeping 
and wailing in their horror. Nothing 
could be done to save those pinneu 
under the wreck, and we had to see 
them burn to death." 


Coroner Hamilton of Adrian impan- 


eled a jury and began an inquest into 
the disaster. All the jurors are prom- : 
inent in the business affairs of the 
city of Adrian. Xo steps have been | 
taken as yet toward the arrest of En- 
gineer Strong, whom Superintendent j 
Burns says- is responsible for the col- \ 
lision and hoiccaust, 


The official list of the dead in the 


local papers shows the names of but 
10 dead and 48 injured, but Detroit 
newspaper men who were at the scene 
of the wreck and talked with surviv- 
ors of both trains say that the official 
list does not bear out the statements - 
of the passengers nor evidence of the 
horrible loss of life which they wit- 
nessed at the spot where the accident 
occurred. The Free Press says that the
